for $260,000 to € . L. Griffith, owner 
of 
the 
Sey mour, 
Ind., telephone 
company . The Madison sy stem has 
eig hteen hundred telephones. 
Mr. Klein will pay , according 
to 
his representative, $250 a share for 
R ushv ille T elepho ne eqmpany sto ck . 
There are four hundred shares 
of 
stock, which would make 
the cash 
price of the local company $100,000 
if Mr. Klein were successful in ob­ 
taining control. 
The Rushville 
company has 2,- 
5 00 telephones and tang ible* assets 
of $48 ,000 besides the building 
o c ­ 
cupied by the plant here, the Milrov 
and Glen wood exchang es and miles 
upon' miles of pole lines and under­ 
g round cable. 
The company 
also 
owns the 
building s 
housing 
the 
Glenwood and Milroy evchang es and 
two lots and a house in Rushville 
where poles are stored.

would-be purchaser of the Rushville 
company will not buy unless he can 
g et control of seventy -five per cent

The Telephone Sale 


A movement is under way which 
may terminate in the Rushville ( o- 
operative Telephou? company pass­ 
ing out of the hands of the presen; 
{stockholders into the possession of 
a private company which will con­ 
duct it for protit. 
If the sale is 
broug ht about, the 
ultimate, if not the immediate, result 
will he a big 
increase 
in 
rates 
and one of the institutions in which 
Rushville has taken g reat pride will 
pass out of existence. 
It is proposed by the 
would-be 
purchaser to pay $250 a share for 
the stock, which is more than 
the 
stock has been selling for at 
pri­ 
vate sale. There are -100 
shares, 
which means 
that the 
purchase 
price, if all the stock 
were 
sold, 
would be $100,000. 
Included with the purchase would 
g o $48 ,0000 in assets aside from the 
plant and lines. This would reduce 
the actual cost to $52,000. The as­ 
sets .consist of 
investments, 
ac­ 
counts due and money in hank. 
Althoug h the plant is in need of 
improvement, and such improvement 
is now contemplated, those familiar 
with* the value of the phy sical pro­ 
perty of the company say that it is 
worth more than 
$100,000. 
Un­ 
doubtedly it is worth that much and 
.more, or no capitalist looking 
for 
an investment, on which lie expects 
to make a profit, would 
be offering 
that much. v 
Every stockholder lias a rig ht to 
sell if lie or she so chooses, hut 
it 
would he well to think of the fu­ 
ture before reaching any decision. 
From a purely personal standpoint, 
no stockholder will doubtless suffer 
any linancial loss from selling 
at 
$250 a share. There are other phas­ 
es of* the q uestion that deserve con­ 
sideration, ho We ver. 
The Rushville Co-operative Tele­ 
phone company was org anized 
for 
the purpose of g iving Rushville and 
vicinitv g ood telephone service 
at 
low rates. That its purpose lias been 
accomplished, no one can deny . The 
local company has been the marvel 
of every telephone man 
who 
has 
come here to inspect it. The 
com­ 
pany was one of the tirst to install 
the automatic sy stem. Its rates have 
been so uniformly low that a 
tele­ 
phone, once reg arded as a luxury , 
has been within the reach of people 
of the most meag re means. 
While Rushville has been enjoy ­ 
ing extremely low rates, other cities 
have been lig hting hig her and hig h­ 
er rates. Elsewhere rates are from 
two to three times hig her than 
in 
Rushville. In addition to maintain­ 
ing the cheap telephone service, the 
company under efficient 
manag e­ 
ment has continued to make money . 
It was one of the few 
companies 
that showed a profit while the g ov­ 
ernment controlled the 
telephone 
sy stems during the war. The 
g ov­ 
ernment 
returned 
$2,100 to 
the 
Rushville company as profits earned 
during the war period. 
The orig inal investment of stock­ 
holders was $2o.OO a share. 
From 
this small beg inning , the company 
h is g rown to its 
present 
status, 
making improvements out of earn­ 
ing s and still keeping the rates down 


in the face of mounting maintenance 
and operating costs. 
Thoug h the offer to stockholders 
is ten times more than the tirst cost 
of the stock, it should not be forg ot­ 
ten that when the plant passes into 
the hands of a private corporation, 
it ceases to lie a co-operative 
or­ 
g anization conducted for the bene­ 
fit of the subscribers, hut becomes a 
concern operated for the benefit of 
the investors. 
There are no 
doubt 
many who 
would be compelled t oremove their 
‘phones when rates are 
advanced. 
They would he denied the privileg e 
of enjoy ing the use of a telephone, 
which the Rushville company 
has 
made almost universal by its 
low 
rental charg es. 
Of course, if a majority of 
the 
stockholders choose to sell, and the 
plant passes into private hands, no 
one can deny the investors the rig ht 
to make money . The public service 
commission will fix the 
rates, 
hut 
experience .shows that the commis­ 
sion allows much hig her rates than 
arc in force here. The man or 
men 
who propose to buy the plant 
can 
not he criticized for try ing to 
buy 
the plant. It is their rig ht to invest 
their money where they think they 
can earn a g ood profit. It is a prob­ 
lem for the stockholders to decide—■ 
whether they want to he responsi­ 
ble for an institution like the Rush­ 
ville Telephone company , which has 
been the pride of the community for 
many y ears, g oing out of existence, 
it is a q uestion that involves more 
than an individual matter, due to the 
peculiar relationship 
existing 
be­ 
tween a telephone company and the 
public. 


A Principle involved 
Voting oug ht to he viewed as 
a 
privileg e rather than an irksome du­ 
ty to he avoided whenever possible. 
It should he reg arded as an oppor­ 
tunity to function as a 
citizen—-an 
oblig ation of citizenship in a country 
where citizenship really means some­ 
thing . 
The rapid decline of the popular 
vote in the last score of y ears shows 
that far tort many people have, sub­ 
scribed to the false doctriife that a 
few votes more 
of less will 
not. 
chang e the result, and that they need 
not waste the time or energ y to vote. 
They neg lect to recog nize that the 
g rand total is made up of 
sing le 
votes—that one voter can speak as 
emphatically and decisively as 
an­ 
other. 
A full and free expression of the 
popular will is not possible 
when 
more than half of the voters remain 
at home refusing to do their duty 
a s 
citizens. 
Tin* g rowing tendencv to remain 
a Wa v from the polls is alarming and 
is an actual peril confronting oili- 
representative form of g overnment. 
Any citizen who does not vote, un­ 
less he has g ood and sufficient rea­ 
sons for not voting , is not living up 
to his responsibilities, and 
in 
the 
last analy sis, does not deserve citi­ 
zenship in the “ Land of the free and 
the home of the brave.”
